2? Hereas the Knights, Gentlemen, Free- 
Y/g holders,and Inhabitants ofthis Coun- 
2 ty of Oxro0xD, have made an A. 
@2 orcement with His Majeſties Cem. 
I IERD miſlioncrs on His Majeſties behalfe., 
for or towards the proviſion of His Majeſties Army, 
quartered inthele parts, in manner following.

uf. for themſelves and their own Family, ; 
Thatnd Women or Children following the Army, 
be admitted from henceforth; tohave Houle-roome, 
3. unkfls. 
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-tnlefle itbe by conſent, and by Compoſition with the 
owner of the Houſe for the ſame. 

 Tharthe high Conſtables in every Hundred reſpe- 
Qively bethe immediate ColleRors both of the Mo- 
neyes and Provifions from the Inhabirants,paying the 
ſame; and they to pay the fame over to the high She- 
riffe of the County, or ſuch as he ſhall appoint, at the 
timesand-places before mentioned, and they topay or 
deliver the ſame to ſuch Officers of the Army as thall 
be appointed to receive..and diſtribute the ſame unto 
and amongſt the Souldiers. 

That theſe Agreements beſetled by order of the 
Councell.of-W arre, and centred with the Secretary. of 
that Councell, to theendthatall Commanders, Offi. 

_cers, and Souldiers, may take knowledge of and ob- 
ſerve the ſame, : - 
©. Andit is further defired by the Countries, and on 
their behalfe, :that the Kings Majeſty bejng firſt made 
acquiinted herewith. and approving thereof, - that the 
Lords & others His Majeſties Commiſſioners, would 
by their Order, as much as in them lyeth, confirmethe 
 ſame;,and givelite tothe due exccution rhexeof,. 8 that 
His Majeſty by His Royall P:oclamation will be plea- 
ſed to Command the due Exccution and obſervation 
thereof, inallthe parts thereof, And His Majeſty ha- 
ving peruſed theſe Agreements,and declared his Grati. 
ous Approbation thereof, -now according toth= Re. 
queſt made onthe behalic of the Country, The Lords 
and other His Majzfties Commiſſioners doe order, 
Thar they will be ready to givethcicbcft aſſiſtance,thar 
theſe Agreements ſhall be duely obſerved; that they 


will 
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will conſtantly meet inthe Audite-houſe, thereto re- 
ccivethe complaints of the Country, if there ſhall be 
cauſe, and as there ſhall be.cauſe to recommend the

Execution. All which His Majeſty doth very well ap- 

rove of, and doth Command itto be Printed and pub. 

iſhed , ro the end-that notice being. generally taken 
thereof, all Perſons of all qualities, whom it doth or 
may concerne, may apply themſclves to the perfor- 
mance-thereof. . 

And further, His Majeſty being deſirous that fo : 
]ood a worke may notperith inthe Execution, which 
is thelife of all good actions, doth by this His Royall - 
Proclamation declare, That as he doubrethnor, but 
that the Inhabitants of this County will on their parts. 
obſerve the fame, and will. Font, as long as the 
neceſſity ſhall continte; which His Majeſty will, by all - 
poſſible meanes he can, endeavour to ſhortenand eaſt, . 
ſo He doth ſtrictly Charge and Command, That on 
the part of the Souldiers the ſame be ducly obſerved, 
And that if any Souldier, of what quality Toever; pre- 
ſumeto breaketheſe Agreements, or to offcndcontra- - 
ry to the ſame, Thar every ſuch offendor ſhall be ſe- 
verely:proceeded againſt. according tothe quality of -
